Summary of reasons for decision: 

The image file exploits the nudity of a young person to a degree that renders its availability likely 
to be injurious to the public good. The image shows a young teenage girl naked in a shower 
facility. The camera focuses on her immature young body and sexual characteristics. The image is 
intended for people with a sexual interest in underage girls. No plausible alternative context or 
purpose is likely, confirming the conclusion that the young girl's nudity has been exploited with 
sexual intent. 


The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act on the 
application of all the classification criteria. The classification interferes with the freedom of 
expression. However, the decision is reasonable, justified and in accordance with the law. It is 
consistent with Parliament's intention that publications which exploit the nudity of young people 
in a manner that renders their availability injurious to the public good will be banned.
